Chicago, Jan. 9—(AP)—An Illi- 


nois Appellate court decision set- 
ting aside a three-year-old Neva- 
da ' divorce decree left Casimir 
Wicks, 47-year-old Chicago attor- 
ney, with two wives today.

The support for Marshall, bridg-

Dangerous Clarity 


It's not surprising that our pro- 


longed industrial strife, wllieh has 
had practically everyone talking 
to himself at one time or another, 
'should have made itself felt in even 
the most academic precincts of out- 
colleges. Among those affected is 
Dr. Rudolph Flesch of New York 
University, the man who devised 
the formula for 
measuring the 


readability of written material. 


As his contribution to indus- 


trial peace. Dr. Flesch proposes 
readable union contracts. He bold- 
ly suggests writing these agree- 
ments in such a way that even 
union members and junior execu- 
tives can understand 
what has 


gone on during negotiations, and 
.what has come out of them. 


Among 
his 
suggestions 
are 


these: Use sentences of less than 
20 words; eliminate "whereases" 


- and other legalistic jawbreakers; 
substitute "company," "union" and 
"workers" 
for 
"employer" and 


"employee"; analyze and describe 
in detail all procedures in 
the 


agreement; 
give 
practical ex- 


amples of rules stated in abstract 
terms; use large type, • headings 
and subheadings, and'other visual 
aids to readability. 


It's a grand idea, but we fear 


•that it will get nowhere. For if we 
are to have readable union con- 
tracts, lhen why not readable con- 
tracts of all sorts? From there it 
.\vould be only a step" to readable 
briefs and pleadings. But before 
that step was taken, we're sure 
the lawyers %vould- be up in arms. 


The Lawyers Guild might even

Obviously Russia does not ex- 


pect us to use the bomb or con- 
template war fay us. For, if she 
did, she would be insisting upon a

maintains today—namely that we, 
as members of the security coun- 
cil, be hot permitted to veto pun- 
ishment of ourselves by the UNO. 
If Russia had any. genuine fear, 
that would be her position. But 
only if she had the bomb, or con- 
templated getting it and using it 
f or-jRurposes of:^ world revolution, 


could she convincingly justify the 
obstructionist position to peace 
she has taken. 


This simple, reasoned analysis 


of what may lie beyond current 
UNO atomic events is getting 
around high spots here. Frankly 
our officials do not know. They 
wonder. The prospect is that Ba- 
ruch's resignation will force our 
leadership into the hands of Chair- 
man Austin of our UNO delega- 
tion, a man less sensitive to the 
sharper points of international 
diplomacy than Baruch. In the 
ordinary course, the Baruch pro- 
gram will be argued before the 
security council for weeks and 
months with nothing being done. 
In some ways, by this, Russia ap- 
pears to have won an advantage, 
because Austin (the newspapers 
publicly proclaim this) is more 
apt to conciliate and appease the 
Russians.

Meaney was up for confirmation 
by the senate on his appointment 
to the United 
States

court for Kcw Jersey, in 19-12, 
there was 
much 
complimentary 


testimony as to his personal char- 
acter, his patriotism and his legal 
ability. But all the opposition did 
object on the ground that he ap- 
peared to be a political creature 
of the boss. Frank Hague, of Jer- 
sey City. 
Charles Edison, 
the 


governor, a Democrat himself and 
late secretary ol the navy under 
President Roosevelt, said: "The 
record indicates beyond any ques- 
tion that he has done his boss' 
will. The basic question is \vheth- 
er you are not, in effect, putting 
Frank Hague on the bench. The 
conclusion is 'yes'." 


Mr. Meaney was confirmed, nev- 


ertheless, but he must have real- 
ized that in time he would find 
himself under cold and question- 
ing observation in a. criminal trial 
of some such old friend of Boss 
Hague as Joe Fay. the drunken, 
brawling 
union racketeer, who 


now comes before Judge Meaney 
charged with evading his income 
taxes on the enormous graft which 
he extorted from the contractors 
on the Delaware aqueduct job. 


Judge .Meaney, may be incorrupt 
iblc, but he fas no right to object 
if others observe his conduct of 
this trial, and-the outcome, in the 
mood of the governor who believ- 
ed he had done the boss' will be- 
fore and might do it again. 


The boss is loyal to his hench- 


rncn, and Kay has been one of 
them for years. 
Fay is a vice 


president of the Operating Engi- 
neers' union, made up of the men 
who run the machinery and per- 
form a lot of mock-jobs amount- 
ing to political 
patronage 
on 


h c a v y 
construction 
projects. 


Among those mock-jobs is that of 
"hamburger man." a political bum 
who gets §10 a day ostensibly to 
oil machinery which needs oiling 
about as often as your watch 
and actually puts in his time sit- 
ting around the hambburger joint. 
On public construction 
he 
does 


this at your expense. The union 
has been a shakedown device for 
Fay and a lot of other arrogant 
crooks—he is now under convic- 
tion and a long prison sentence in 
the state of New York—for years 
and years. Fay's home and head- 
quarters have been in 
Newark, 


where Judge Meaney sits in the 
Federal court.* * * 


Fay worked both sides of the 


street. 
He not only bossed and

During the hearings on Mea- 


ney's confirmation, H. Alexander 
Smith. Princeton university, one 
of the few Republicans who spoke 
against him. the other opponents 
being anti-Hague Democrats, tried 
to put in a capsule the particular 
deal or coincidence which aroused 
most of the suspicion. He had a 
theory that Meaney had taken

Meaney denied that he 
had suppressed any records in the 
bank case and the senate finally 
did give him the benefit of the 
doubt and confirmed him.

Recently, Meaney sat in a trial 


of Ben Pross, as rotten a crook 
as you will meet in the rogues' 
gallery of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and two other de- 
fendants in a black market liquor 
case. Pross had three convictions 
on his record, including a four- 
year stretch in Atlanta, so he 
didn't 
dare 
take the 
witness 


stand. It was an open-and-shut 
case involving 1,000 dozen bottles 
of booze eased into the black mar- 


ket at southern military camps 
during the war. For this our brave 
boys were stuck to the extent of 
$25 a quart on their nights oft' 
in the dirty jukes. The alcohol 
tax unit of the Treasury gave the 
Department of Justice excellent 
evjdence. But, nope, brother Pross. 
who is business agent ot a filthy 
underworld racket disguised as a 
local of the Wine, Liquor and Dis- 
tillery Workers' union, somehow 
managed to get acquitted. ' The 
other two were convicted. 
And 


then Judge Meaney set aside the 
convictions of the two co-del'end- 
ants and the federal district at- 
torney in Newark quietly gave up 
and dropped the indictments.

"I think the governor's decision 


is just recognition of the will of 
the great majority of the people 
Of Mississippi." Bilbo said. "I feel 
honored."

tociacy in labor. 


The Piogiebbive Mine Woikers 


of America has 33,000 membeis 
and the United Mine Woikeis has 
400,000. The laiger 
union, 
no 


doubt, 'justifies a difleience in the 
pay of its' president. John L 
Lewis, head of the U. M W., gets 
$25,000 a year, plus John Mar- 
chiando, president of the Progrs- 
sive Mine Workeis, gets about the 
same wage as his men who dig 
the coal. The Piogressives do not 
have one-man lule. 
Then piesi- 


dent is elected for a two-year 
term and cannot succeed himself. 
The officials of the Progressives 
are not long out ot the mines. 
The man who will probably suc- 
ceed Maichiando next yeai was 
mining coal until two months ago. 
Under this setup it is impossible 
for any small group to climb to 
permanent power over the union. 


The Piogressives broke apait 


from the U. M. W. some fourteen 
years ago. It took noting and 
bloodshed to tear themselves loose. 
Twenty-two of the Progressives 
•were killed in their struggle for 
independence. They believe many 
of the rank and file of the U M 
"VV. are obedient to Mr Lewis only 
because of fear. The Progressives 
publish 
audited financial state- 


ments every six months, which 
are sent to all members, show- 
ing- income and expenses in detail. 


As against this democratically 


run union, m which the miners 
control their union, contrast the 
United Mine Workers. Here the 
aet-up makes it impossible for any 
one to successfully challenge Mr. 
Lewis. 3Ir. Le\vis has thirty-one 
on his board of directors. Eh/ery 
director represents a producing 
district. Only nine of the thirty-

one districts enjoy local self gov- 
ernment and actually ballot for 
their officers. The other twenty- 
two are known as provisional dis- 
tricts—that is, districts which are 
not considered fit to elect their 
officers. They are the wards of 
Mr. Lewis. He appoints their dis- 
trict presidents, vice presidents, 
secretaries, tieasurers, and the in- 
ternational executive board mem- 
bers As twenty-two is a cleaf 
majority of thirty-one, Lewis le- 
mains in complete control. 
He 


cannot be removed. 


If anything were to happen to 


Mr. Lewis he could probably dic- 
tate his successor. Mr. Lewis is a 
dictator, even though he may be 
called a "benevolent" one. Under 
his leadership, the condition of his 
men has improved, although in 
doing so he is pricing coal out of 
the market in favor of fuel oil, 
natural gas and electricity. Under 
his regime, the number of his min- 
ers has declined from 700,000 to 
400,000.

Washington, 
Jan. 9—(AP) — 


President Truman, in his report 
to congress, gave a lecture on 
what makes this country's wheels 
go round. 


Here it is. boiled down, foi it 


contains a warning for 1947. 


The ability of people to buy 


things depends upon how much 
money 
they 
make, how much 


credit they can get, and how much 
money they've saved. 


Prices have gone up. higher 


:han wages. Some people have 
dipped into their savings. And a 
.ot are buying on credit or in- 
stallments. 


More Production in '47 


But business in 1946 turned out 


more goods than in any previous 
peacetime year. 


In 1947 production may be as 


much as 5 per cent higher than 
n 1946. 


If the people can buy up the 


goods produced, the country can 
stay prosperous. 


But they won't be able to. if 


orices are too high. And they are 
too high. So they should come 
down. 


Mr. Truman can't force them 


down. That's up to business. 


Prices are out 
of line with 


wages, having risen too much. Of 
course, higher wages all around 
would mean people could buy all 
.he goods made. 


But higher wages all around, 


probably would mean higher prices 
and then people would be back 
vhere they started. 


Some 
workers 
need

vages now, anyway. But many) 
don't unless prices stay up or go ! 
higher. 


Policy Is Unsound 


If prices stay up, people could 


still buy, if they got credit or 
dipped further into their savings. 


But Mr. Truman points out that 


t's unsound for the country to try 
LO be prosperous on that basis— 
ouying- on credit and savings. 


He wants people to be able to 


ouy as they go along on the money 
they're making. 


So the real answer, Mr. Tru-
